M, Alphand made it clear that the 
proposed technical administration of 
the plan depended in the French 
view for its effectiveness on several 
political conditions.

URGED BY TRUMAN 
Washington, Fob. 3. 

Prealdent Truman appealed to 
Congress to-day not to Bcrap the 
Government's war powers, the aban- 
donment of which would mean vir- 
tual chaos In the world distribution 
of short food supplies. 

These powers—duc. to expire un- 
der present law-on March 31~are 
Included in the Second War Powers 
Act and President Truman. declared 
In a‘ special message to Gongress 
that if they were not continued “our 
troops would be jeopardised and our 
policy of encouraging the growth of 
democracy would be endangered". 

Forecasting that the world grain 
deficit would become “most serious in 
the next few months", President 
Truman suid that without these 
powers, the Government would’ be 
unable {o allocate specific quantities 


of. American food. production for. for-.| Shantuny, .---—.———-—.-___-»__ 


elgn consumption. The result would 
be a seramble by foreign nnd do- 
‘mestic interests alike and an end to 
tne present distribution of American 
fats and oils, eggs and meat, 


International food officials here de- 
clarcd, sald the President, that with- 
out these controls in the United 
States, the International Emergency 
Food Council would be unable ade- 
quately to continue Its work of world 
allocation of scarce food. 


HARDSHIPS INEVITABLE 

“The most careful allocation of 
available supplics, including those 
from the United States, which fs still 
the largest exporter, will be essential 
to avoid extreme hardship in war 
devastated countrica, President 
Truman declared. Referring to the 
12,000,000 ton defict between the 
world grain supply and demand this 
yenr, the Prerident told Congress: 
“The United States has a special res- 
Ponsibllity in Germany and Japan, 
where heavy imports are required to 
maintain food supplies at Ieast at a 
level suflicient to prevent 'discase and 
unrest.” 7

things, Bullets and shells, 
monotony and mud, sometimes 
depression and not infrequently 
fear. And in modern campaigns 
there Is a new wenpon-—pro- 


paganda. 

The Germans, with litle club- 
footed Goebbels as their propaganda 
chief, . tried desperately hard to 
break the morale of our men. They 
falicd. On the other hand, it has 
been proved time over again that our 
leaflcts and radio brondcosts went 
a lon#. way to reduce the Hun to b 
state of miscry, and thousands were 
persunded to desert their nes: for 
the comfort of the Allied prisoner 
of war cages. : 

If you remember, we started the 
Jenfiet war on a large senle as soon 
as hostilities broke out. Night after 
night the RAF was out over enemy 
territory dropping not bombs, but 
thousands of pieces of paper.  Thero 
war always a lot of security about 
the messages they _contalned—why, 
no one knew. They. contained 
nothIng sensational. Just simple, 
straightforward messages to the Ger- 
mons stating our side of the argu- 
ment, , 

It is doubtful if they had any 
lasting effect in face of the promise 
by the Germans that the war was 
koing to be over’ within a few 
months, but some amusing stories 
were told. One was of a member of 
a bomber's crew who had the job 
of fecding out these leaflets [na 
nice steady stream. One night he 
broke the monotony by Ietting. go a 
consignment still dene up in fts 
packing. Afterwards he was told: 
“You are careless. You might have 
killed someone.” 


Germans Fell Flat 


HEN the Germans started their 
advance into France and the 
Low Countries they produced sorhe 
leaflets bearing the lines: “The 
French hove let you down.” For the 
French some:more were produced 
blaming the “let-down" on the Bri- 
tish. In neither case did this form 
of propaganda carry any weight. 
From tnen on leaflets were dropped 
on England—most of them rather 
peor productions both in contents 
and paper.

For the propaganda which he fed 
to the neutrals Goebbels relied mnin- 
ly on hand-out photographs of the 
war on land and at sea. In the early 
days America was flooded with pic- 
tures of British soldiers, covered 
with ofl, belng rescued. from rafts 
and swamped lifeboats, and these re- 
ceived ‘a big coverage in the US 
press. Some of the pictures were 
real and some were fake, and It was 
at faked productions that Goobbels' 
backroom boys- achieved their most 
remarkable results. 


False “Penguin” 


SCOKLETS which looked as 
though they: had been written 
and printed in England were circu- 
lated outside Nazl-occupled Europe.

RITISH leaficts were more of the 
red-hot news type. When the 
Germans were ina spot—latterly 
they were nearly always jn n spot— 
leaflets pointing out their predica- 
ment ond suggesting surrender as 
the only alternative were hurried] 
printed and despatched. Mixed wit 
them were safe conduct passes of 
tvp varictles—indtvidual and unit 
types. ‘They nearly always worked. 
“You are surrounded,” “Tho Allics 
are closing in -cach side" ond “Your 
only escape route is. the sca" were 
printed in bold type and fired cither 
in a shell or dropped ‘from the air 
on to the hard-pressed) Huns in 
isolated pockets. The Germans 
holding the front lines were told 
repeatedly that their Eastern armies 
were falllng back ,and_ there 
was no stopping the Allics reaching 
Berlin. Day after day of thls paper 
wor soon undermined the resistance 
of the most hardened SS men. 


Lenficts such os these were printed 
both in the ficld and in England, 
One firm of printers which turned 
out leaflets until ofter VE-Day was 
the “Luton Nets," which also pro- 
duced airborne newspapers.- The 
object of these papers was to give 
the German troops the unvarnished 
truth about the military and general 
situation on the war and home 
fronts. One of them wos called 
“Nachrichten fur die Truppe" (News 
for the troops). Its - elreulation 
started at 200,000 copies dally and 
rose to 900,000 and | -eventually 
1,000,000. They’ were packed -in 
special bombs which exploded 1,000 
feet from the ground, cuch bomb 
holding 10,000 copies. 4 

The block-making, selting, print- 
Ing and despatching of this news- 
paper had to be curried out without 
any information reaching peopte out- 
side the “Luton News" office, 

One cvening in a local inn a 
soldier on leave from BLA had with 
him a copy of “Nachrichten.” To 
his felends he described how the 
Germans came over to the . British 
lines carrying copies suying, “Look, 
this paper promises us safe conduct. 
Is it not our own newspaper? We 
shall be cut of the'war. There is

The soldier continucd, “This is a 
newspaper the Germans produce for 
their own troops. Why can’t the 
British do the same?”

‘NEWS FROM 
WALES. 


By J. C. GRIFFITH-JONES 


The first big-scale Welsh Indus- 
trica Fair held ‘in London was a big 
success. In six days some 40,000 
people came to sce a representative 
rene of Welsh predicts displayed 
on 100 standg at the Royal Hor- 
ticultural Halls, Westminater. 


This Welsh Falr even eclipsed 
the celobraicd “Britain Can Make 
It" exhibilion. recently held in 
London. in one respect. The general 
public were given facllitics not only 
to view the new goods but nlso to 
buy some of them—for domestic and 
personal usc—direct from ‘the stands. 
This is the latest evidence that new 
factories in Wales are beginning to 
produce {freely both for the home 
and export -markets.: ” : 


Orders exceed £3,000,000 but the 
chief ofm of the Fair, naturally, was 
to interest buyers -for. wholesale 
firms both in Britain and overseas 
jn the Increasing variety of Welsh 
products. The organisers of the cx- 
hibitlon were encouraged by oO 
gencrous-flow of new orders. By the 
sixth and last day of the Fair orders 
worth more than £3.000,000 had 
been taken. Thig means that Welsh 
factories in| many cases have sold 
thelr wares for months and even for 
a year and will give industrialists 
the justification for pressing fe 
Government to speed up supplics of 
machinery, raw mnteriais, and 
factory extensions which in turn will 
ereate more jobs for Wales's idle 
workers, who still number 54,000. 


Welsh Shop Window 


A Cardiff firm seeured on order 
to supply £12,000 worlh of machine 
sows for Spain and Por.ugal. Beiter 
stl was u £36,000 order for electri- 
eal goods for the Continent booked 
by another South Wales firm. Buyers 
for Canadian and other Dominions 
markets ordered large quansities of 
women’s gowns and snves. The 
Dutch Government was intercsted 
In electrical water heaters and 
rolary swi.ches- which they want to 
buy in bulk. for vast industrial re- 
construc.fon in Holland. 


The firms which secured these or- 
ders are convinced that much of the 
new b.siness could not have been 
obtuined without the stimulus provid- 
ed by this Welsh “shop "window" 
established in the centre of London.
